HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under 
authority  of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act,”  chapter  227 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  and  clause  (/)  of  Regulation  3  of  the  regu¬ 
lations  made  thereunder,  the  hereinafter-mentioned 
electrical  signalling  devices  be  approved,  subject  to

1.  That  a  tell-tale  light,  giving  a  clear  and  un¬ 
mistakable  indication  to  the  driver  that  such  signals 
are  properly  functioning,  is  installed,  so  as  to  be 
plainly  visible  to  such  driver  at  all  times  when 
driving. 

2.  That  such  signalling  devices,  or  a  combination 
of  such  signalling  devices,  are  mounted  one  on  each 
side  of  the  front  and  of  the  rear  of  the  motor- 
vehicle  concerned  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  readily 
visible  to  persons  in  front  of  or  to  the  rear  of  such 
motor-vehicle. 

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute, 
under  average  operating  conditions,  the  on-period 
of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to  permit  the  lamp 
filaments  to  come  up  to  full  brightness.

The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature

MUNICIPAL  BY-LAWS 


THE  CORPORATION  OF  THE  VILLAGE 
OF  MISSION  CITY 


By-law  No.  210-1952 


A  By-law  for  the  Disposing  of  a  Portion  of  a  Public 
Lane  or  Highway  in  Exchange  for  Certain 
Adjacent  Lands  to  be  Used  for  Highway 
Purposes. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  extending  and  improving  a  certain  public 
lane  or  highway  in  The  Corporation  of  the  Village 
of  Mission  City  to  dispose  of  a  portion  of  a  certain 
other  public  lane  or  highway  in  the  said  Corpora¬ 
tion  in  exchange  for  lands  adjacent  thereto: 

Now,  therefore,  the  Commissioners  of  The  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  Village  of  Mission  City,  in  open 
meeting  assembled,  enact  as  follows: — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for,  and  the  Commissioners 
of  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Mission  City 
are  hereby  empowered,  to  dispose  of  to  Henry 
Usher  Oswald  and  Alice  Ethel  Oswald  that  portion 
of  a  certain  public  lane  or  highway  in  the  said

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Plan  12654,  in  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of 
Mission  City,  District  of  New  Westminster  and 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  as  shown  outlined 
in  red  colour  on  the  plan  hereto  attached,  and 
containing  by  admeasurement  0.014  of  an  acre,  be 
the  same  more  or  less. 

2.  That  portion  of  a  public  lane  or  highway 
hereinbefore  mentioned  and  described  and  outlined 
in  green  colour  on  the  plan  hereto  attached  is 
hereby  declared  closed  to  public  traffic,  and  shall 
from  and  after  the  coming  into  effect  of  this  by-law 
for  ever  cease  to  be  a  public  highway  or  thorough¬ 
fare. 

3.  When  the  said  Henry  Usher  Oswald  and  Alice 
Ethel  Oswald  shall  have  conveyed  to  the  said  The 
Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Mission  City  the 
lands  hereinbefore  described  and  outlined  in  red 
colour  on  the  plan  hereto  attached  by  a  good  and 
sufficient  deed  in  fee-simple  free  from  all  encum¬ 
brances  whatsoever,  the  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  and  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Corporation 
shall  execute  and  affix  the  corporate  seal  of  The 
Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Mission  City  to  a 
deed  of  conveyance  to  the  said  Henry  Usher 
Oswald  and  Alice  Ethel  Oswald  of  that  portion  of 
the  public  lane  or  highway  mentioned  and  described 
in  paragraph  numbered  1  hereof. 

4.  The  said  lands  so  conveyed  by  the  said  Elenry 
Usher  Oswald  and  Alice  Ethel  Oswald  to  The 
Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Mission  City  shall, 
as  from  the  date  when  the  title  to  the  same  shall 
have  been  vested  in  the  Crown,  be  set  apart  and 
established  as  a  public  highway  of  The  Corporation 
of  the  Village  of  Mission  City.
